Transport Workers Union launched 
at 
midnight New Year's Eve 


against eight privately owned bus 
lines. 
' There was no sign of settlement 
in the walkout. 


Ike's D.ecision 
On Compulsory 
Training Delayed 


NEW YORK — (^—Mem- 


bers of a government com- 
mission on universal military 
training conferred with Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower today 
and their spokesman said 
afterwards there is "no con- 
flict" between the general's 
views and the commission's 
recommendation that UI£T be 
put into effect at once. 


But thee spokesman, Dr. Karl T. 


Compton, acting chairman of the 
National Security Training 
Com- 


mission, also said he did not know 
what Eisenhower's decision will be 
regarding the commission's 
rec- 


ommendation. 


Compton, who also is chairman 


of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology Corp., was aocompan 
leaf to Eisenhower headquarters by 
two other members of the training 
commission — Lt. Gen. Raymond S. 
McLain and Adm. Thomas C. Kin- 
kaid, both retired. 


Rejects Plan 


Last March, the House of Rep- 


resentatives rejected the commis 
sion's program calling for immed 
ate experimental training of about 
40,000 18-year-olds. That proposal 
called for a start on the program 
early in 1953. 


Compton told newsmen the com- 


mission members had been asked 
o tell Eisenhower about the work 
of the unit, and that 
they also 


wanted to determine his views en 
the matter. 


He added that he, McLain and 


Kinkaid had briefed the general 
on the commission's work, 
and 


hat any further information on 
the conference would have 
to 


come from Eisenhower himself. 


Compton then was asked wheth- 
r there was a conflict between 
he commission's recommendations 
or an immediate start on a train- 
ng program. 
And 
Eisenhower's 


veiws. 


Cite Speech 


A reporter said Eisenhower had 


taken the position during the cam- 
paign that universal military train- 
ing could not operate while the 
selective service 
program 
also 


was in effect. 


Compton suggested that the re- 


porter re-examine 
Eisenhower's 


statements on the subject. 


The general told a Washingotn 


news conference last June 3: 


"I have never personally under- 


stood how UMT and 
selective 


service could operate 
hand 
in 


hand." 


In a speech delivered for de- 


livery in Baltimore last Sept. 25, 
Eisenhower said: 


"It seems clear that so long as 


we are forced to employ the draft, 
because of actual combat require- 
ments, we cannot at 
the same 


time establish any form of train- 
ing of our young men. To attempt 
this \vould create more difficulty 
and injustice than now exists." 


When a newsman persisted that 


there appeared to be a definite 
conflict between Eisenhower's po- 
sition -and, the commission's call

County Spends 'Safe9 Holiday; 
Traffic Toll Eises Elsewhere 


The year 1952 went out like a lamb Wednesday night 


as far as traffic accidents were concerned in Lee county. 


State, county and city police authorities reported no 


accidents during New Year's eve and the first day of 1953 in 
the county that amounted to any considerable damage to 
cars involved. There were no injuries. 


Charles Redebaugh, s.heriff, 


knew of only one accident to have 
occurred during the New Year hol- 
iday,- and that amounted to a 
bumped fender. 


.• Different Picture 


The situation in Lee county is in 


sharp contrast to that throughout 
the nation. 


Traffic accidents led the list in 


the nation's mounting toll of vio- 
lent deaths over the New Year's 
holiday. 


The total reached 198 today. This 


included 149 in traffic, 18 in fires 
and 31 in other types of accidents. 


The victims lost their lives in 


the period that began at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, and will end at mid- 
night Sunday. 


The number of deaths in the 


current holiday period was falling 
short of the number reported dur- 
ing the long Christmas weekend. 


During the 102 hour Christmas 


holiday period fatalities averaged 
slightly more than seven per hour. 
During the first 40 hours of the 
New Year period they averaged a 
shade under five per hour. 


The heavy Christmas holiday 


toll, which included a record 556 
deaths in motor vehicle accidents, 
evoked pleas for caution from safe- 
ty leaders. Rain or snow in many 
sections since the New Year death 
count began may have slowed mo- 
toring. 


Traffic fatalities soared to a rec- 


ord high 556 during last week's 
four-day Christmas holiday. There 
were 744 accidental deaths. 


The violent death toll for the 


four-day New Year's holiday last 
year was 611, including 375 in traf- 
fic mishaps, 69 in fires and 167 in 
miscellaneous accidents. 


The National Safety Council has 


estimated traffic accidents will kill 
410 during the New Year's holiday 
period ending at midnight Sunday. 
Fatalities on the highway averaged 
102 every 24 hours in the first 
11 months of 1952. This figure in- 
cluded deaths which occurred days 
or weeks after the victims were 
injured.

The 1952 figure almost doubles 


that of 1951. In 1951, approximate- 
ly 13 persons died in motor ve- 
hicle tragedies, he added. 


However, none of the fatalities 


during 1952 happened in 
Dixon. 


Although the city had its share of 
accidents on streets throughout 
the corporate limits, there were 
no deaths. 


Most of the fatalities occurred 


on Rt. 30 in Lee county, during 
1952. Seven persons died on the 
almost straight highway that runs 
through the area. ' 


Traveling at high rates of speed 


was given as the most frequent 
cause of the accidents that took 
motorist's lives. 


Route 51 was estimated to be 


the second 'most dangerous high- 
way in Lee county. Five persons 
were killed on that route. 


The rest of the fatalities were 


scattered throughout the county, 
said Stouffer. 


Over half of the deaths, 13 out 


of 23, happened in the eastern half 
of Lee county, the least populated 
section, according to Stouffer. 


Ironically, more than half of the 


a c c i d e n t s took place on the 
straight-of-way roads, Stouffer con- 
tended. 
Presumably 
motorists 


kirk up speed on such highways. 


Seven deaths- occurred within 


five or six miles of Dixon. Sev- 
eral townships in the county had 
no deaths reported. 'This is prob- 
ably due to the fact that there are 
no heavily used roads 
in those 


townships, said Stouffer. 


Drop Controls, 
House Group 
Recommends 


WASHINGTON—(ff)—Price, wage 


and materials controls should be 
abandoned and prices are unlikely 
to rise if this is done, the House 
Small Business Committee told the 
new Congress. 


The committee's recommenda- 


tions were contained in its two- 
year report Thursday winding up 
its business for the 82nd Congress. 
A decision on control policies is 
one of the pressing problems facing 
the Eisenhower administration arid 
the new Republican-controlled Con- 
gress. 


•The committee of six Democrats 


and five Republicans, one of them 
Rep. Charles Halleck of Indiana, 
incoming Republican floor leader, 
was unanimous in saying controls 
could be dropped without price 
rises. It said decontrol would help 
provide a smooth transition "back 
to free competition." 


The committee set no decontrol 


dates except to say steel alloca- 
tions should be terminated by the 
end of March and aluminum and 
copper decontrolled as soon as pos- 
sible. Wage, price and rent con- 
tiols expire, under present law Ap- 
ril 30, priority and allocation rules 
for scarce materials June 30.

Atom Spies 
Are Refused 
Clemency 


NEW YORK~<*—A federal judge 


today denied an appeal to save 
the atom spy team of Julius Rosen- 
berg and his wife, Ethel, from 
death in the electric chair. 


The denial was made by Federal 


Judge Irving R. Kaufman after 
hearing a clemency plea for the 
two. They are in Sing Sing Prison, 
scheduled to die the week of Jan. 
11. 


Kaufman said in denying clem- 


ency: 


"I-still feel that their crime was 


worse than murder." 


The Rosenbergs' only appeal now 


is to the White House. If Presi- 
dent Truman should stay the exe 
cution, the case might become 
President-elect Eisenhower's 
re- 


sponsibility because of the Jan. 20 
inauguration. 


When the Rosenbergs' attorney, 


Emanuel H. Bloch, learned of the 
decision he said he would begin 
taking immediate steps to appea 
for White House clemency and 
would visit Judge Kaufman today 
"to try to arrange for'a stay." 


Kaufman, 
who sentenced the 


couple to death, said in his opin- 
ion: 


"I have meditated and reflected 


long and difficult hours over the 
sentence in this case. I have stud- 
ied and restudied the record and 
I have seen nothing, nor has any- 
thing been presented to me, to 
cause me to change the sentence 
originally imposed. I 4till feel that 
their crime was worse than mur- 
der." 


The Rosenbergs were convicted 


by a jury. March 29, 1951, for con 
spiring to transmit atom bomb data 
tc Russia.

City Officials View New Year: 
Deficit Spending Here 'A Matter of Time' 


Inflation is making it increasing- 


ly difficult for Dixon to stay with- 
in its budget according to Mayor 
William Slothower Tuesday at a 
pre-council-meeting press confer- 
ence. 


Ever since 1945, when rocketing 


wages and prices really gained mo- 
mentum, city officials have noted 
a stress in the city's ability to 
make ends meet, Slothower con- 
tended. 
• ' 


The rising costs of living have 


necessitated increased costs in run- 
ning Dixon,* he added. It costs 
more for police and fire protection, 
for garbage disposal and for the 
payment of cily employes. 


Other cities throughout the na- 


tion bavt alto Uen «xtr«mely ef- 


fected by the inflationary trend, 
according to City Attorney Gerald 
Jones. 


Forced to Curtail 


Some cities have even been 


forced to curtail many services to 
the citizens, he added. Some have 
slashed the number of police and 
fire department personnel in halt, 
he added. In some instances, pub- 
lic lighting facilities were reduced 
to avoid heavy power costs. 


The fact that Dixon is operating 


on a tax levy that is less than that 
of 20 years ago was given as the 
reason for nn expected deficit in 
tho city's budget in the not so dis- 
tant future, according to Dixon 
commisiioneri. 


Dixon is operating with only an 


approximate $10,000 increase over 
the revenue the city was receiving 
in 1930. And the costs of govern- 
ment have virtually trebled, ac- 
cording to Slothower. 
" In 1930, Dixon had a net revenue 
income for corporate purposes of 
$69,996.31. In 1951, it had an in- 
come of $79,890.50, or approximate- 
ly a $10,000 increase in 21 years, 
according to figures provided by 
Mayor Slothower. 


CHe Increases 


However, •" the 
city's 
expendi- 


tures have increased far beyond 
in proportion. In 1930. laborers for 
th'3 oily w<>re receiving .^0 an 
hour. Today 'hry get from $1.50 to 
$1.60, ht explained. 


] 
In 1930, Dixon had six policemen, 


today there are 13. Policemen then 
received $123.74 a month. Today 
they get about $250 a month. Fire 
department increases correspond.' 


The total average costs for the 


payment of nil city employes has 
increased approximately 260 per 
cent over the cost in !930, said 
Slothower. 


In 1930, the corporate fund rate 


was set at about .66 on a hundred 
dollars. In 1951, the Illinois legis- 
lature slashed that rate to .233L or 
more than half of the 1930 rate on 
each hundred dollars. 


Although the assessed valuations 


on properly throughout the city 
have tr^b'cd, the deoifaserl tax 
levy ratt doesn't enable the city 


to benefit in full by the increased 
assessments. 


•The assessed valuations in Dixon 


in 1930 amounted to $10,717,881. In 
1951, it was $34,273,060. Still, the 
net corporate income is only ap- 
proximately $10,000 more than in 
1930. 


Without other incomes such as 


those from licenses, parking me- 
ters, utility fees and others, the 
city would not be able to meet its 
bills as well.as it has, said Sloth- 
owe r. 


As of 1951, the city had a deficit 


of $6,280.43 as the result of in- 
creased garbage disposal costs. 


The deficit has accumulated over 


the yoars, contended the mayor.

Weigh ABCs of Congress' Operations 
Against Expected Senate Battle Saturday 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (*— This Is an 


ABC on the explosion expected in 
the Senate Saturday 
when the 


new, 83rd Congress opens and a, 
group of Northern Democrats and 
Republicans try to get the Senate 
rules changed. 


Unless the rules are changed— 


to prevent filibusters by the South- 
ern Democrats—it's almost certain 
no civil rights laws can be passed 
by Congress during the Eisenhower 
administration. 


Although House and Senate con- 


duct their business under rules ap- 
proved by the members of both 
houses, the rules of the two are 
not the same. There are 435 House 
members but only 96 senators. 


Two-Year Terms 


All 435 House members 
are 


elected or , reelected every two 
years and for terms of two years 
only. So it's really a brand new, 
freshly-elected Hous"e which be- 
gins business every two years, just 
like this one. 


Because of this, the House is 


not, in a strict sense, considered 
a continuing body. So every two 
years, at the start of business, it 
has to adopt rules under which 
it will do business. 


And, as regularly as a clock, 


each new House adopts the rules 
of the preceding House. The point 
is: Each new House actually adopts 
its own rules even though they 
are exactly the same rules the old 
House had. 


It's different in the Senate which 


considers itself a continuing body 
because the 96 members serve six- 
year terms*. And the terms over- 
lap. Every two years only one- 
third of the senators, 32, have to 
face the voters. The rest still have 
unexpired terms. 


Permanent Rules 


So, since they don't consider 


themselves a new body every two 
years, the senators have treated 
their rules as permanent. They 
don't adopt new ones every two 
years. That's one of the important 
points in any Senate explosion to- 
morrow. But here is another equal- 
ly important: 


In the House, with its 435 mem- 


bers, debate is limited. So there 
are no House filibusters. 


Since there are 96 senators, a 


quorum, enough for doing business, 
would be 49. And in passing the 
usual measures which flow through 
the Senate only a simple majority 
vote is needed—a majority of the 
49. That's covered by a Senate 
rule. There's no argument about 
that. 


But there's another rule: It says 


any time a group of senators dis- 
likes a bill under consideration, or 
even a motion to bring up such 
a bill, they can filibuster until the

Rules tough to Change 


Since a 64-senator vote to end 


a filibuster is so hard to get, 
couldn't the senators change this 
rule? That's where the Southern 
Democrats really have their op- 
ponents' over a barrel. There is no 
provision in the Senate rules for 
ending a filibuster against an at- 


tempt to change those rules. 
, Those Northern Democrats and 
Republicans who want a change 
have been talking of,: 


Trying to get Vice .President 


Barkley, who'll be presiding over 
the Senate wh<m it opens, to rule 
that the Senate, like the House, is 
not a continuing body but must 
adopt its rules afresh every two 
years.

They hope that, if the Senate 


agreedr it might also agree, when 
adopting new rules, to drop or 
modify the one against ending a 
filibuster.

Spurns Child 


A complaint for separate main- 


tenance was the last action involv- 
ing marital relations filed in 1952 
in the office of John ,0. Shaulis, 
circuit court clerk. 


Mrs. Tonica Braggo, formerly of 


near Amboy, complained in a suit 
for separate maintenance that her 
husband, Lee Braggo, 
became 


abusive when he learned she was 
pregnant. 


Mrs. Braggo, now residing with 


a friend in Henry county, charged 
that her husband became abusive 
when he found out that she had 
conceived shortly after their mar- 
riage in September, 1951. £ 


According to the complaint, they 


lived together near Amboy until 
Nov. 23. Following her husband's 
knowledge of the forthcoming birth 
of their child, charged the plaintiff, 
his conduct became miserable and 
unbearable. 


She further charged that he in- 


sisted she submit to an abortion 
during January, 1952. She refused.' 
A medical doctor also refused to 
become a party to the alleged 
abortion proposals. 


Mrs. Braggo said that her hus- 


band thereafter became mean and 
abusive to her and told her to 
"get the hell out of the house, or 
get rid of the unborn child." 


She left him then because she 


fpared for her safety and lived in 
Sheffield, according to the com- 
plaint. Braggo came to Sheffield 
and took her home on Feb. 23, 
1952. 


Although they resided in the 


same house, he seldom spoke to 
her, charged the plaintiff. He would 
be gone from home three or four 
nights each week, she said. 


Often times, Braggo wouldn't 


come home until about 3 a.m., she 
added. 


After their daughter, now three- 


months-old, was born, 
charged 


Mrs. Braggo, he never treated her 
as a father nor showed her any 
affection or care. 


The defendant told her that he 


does not love her and never has 
loved her, said Mrs. Braggo in the 
complaint. They can't live togeth- 
er and she Is living away from 
him because of no fault of her own) 
she added. 


Mrs. Braggo stated that the de- 


fendant has a substantial amount 
of property and is able to support 
her and their daughter and to pay 
the costs of the court action.

WASHINGTON -M— A Hduse 


judiciary subcommittee reported 
Thursday the Justice Department 
gave "slightly favored" treatment 
to the Pabst Brewing Company in 
a pure food case, but that "the 
ultimate outcome was right." 


After disagreements between the 


Justice Department and pure food 
administrators, Pabst was convict- 
ed and fined. The House investiga- 
tors said "the'worng was done— 
but it has. been fully corrected and 
atoned for." They reported that 
"no" one connected with the case 
deserves severe criticism." 


Inspectors reported that a quan- 


tity of corn at a Pabst corn grits 
mill at Peoria was infested with 
rodents and insects. The pure food 
and drug administration found in 
June, 1951, -that the plant dis- 
regarded "basic principles of good 
sanitation." 


The Food Administration wanted 


publicity to condemn some of the 
corn, but the Justice Department 
disagreed. Pabst itself was allowed 
to destroy it. The company said 
in a later statement that it con- 
ducted continuous checks* and de- 
struction of any faulty material, 
but that in this case its inspectors 
had not yet looked over the corn 
at the time the food and drug men 
made their visit. 


Latec the criminal prosecution 


was begun. 


The investigators agreed that 


Impurities in the corn would not 
have been reflected in the com- 
pany's beer .and said that their 
findings "are not an indictment 
of the company, its product or its 
present operations."

CHICAGO—(3")—Two women and 


a girl, attacked at knife-point on 
South Side streets, have failed to 
identify a 14-year-old boy as their 
assailant—but police say the boy 
picked out one of the women as 
his victim.

away returned to Chicago from 
California, . was put in a special 
police showup Thursday. Three vic- 
tims of the slasher attacks, includ- 
ing an 11-year-old girl, failed to 
pick him out of a line of seven 
boys. 


Police Capt. Patrick Groark said 


Gudis pointed to one of the women 
and said he attacked her Dec. 1. 
The woman told authorities Gudis 
did not resemble her assailant. 


Gudis, taken into custody In 


Caifornia Dec. 17, was returned 
here Thursday after California au- 
thorities said he admitted a knife 
attack Dec. 1. 


Police said the boy would be held 


at the Juvenile Home. Truancy and 
delinquency warrants against Gu- 
dis will be heard in Family Court 
Jan. 8.

Rock Falls game, when the first "technical" foul was called, there 
was a moment's pause while the officials decided what course of ac- 
tion to take and then made an announcement to the fans as to what 
was about to happen.
